Board of Education has honored several 
recent retirees with resolutions recogniz- 
ing them for their dedicated service to 


‘the district. The retirees included Merri- 


man: Elementary kindergarten teacher 
Patricia Hebert, bus driver Bonnie Poet, 
Adult and Community Education secre- 
tary Rosemarie Nettle, and High Schoo! 
industrial-education teacher Terrell Bird. 

The resolution for Hebert commenda- 
ed her for "her calming, nurturing de- 
meanor, which was reflected in the ex- 
cellent behavior and achievement of her 
students." It also praised her as “an 
extraordinary kindergarten teacher who 
exhibited warmth and affection for her 
students" and for her willingness to fulfill 
extra school-related responsibilities. 

Poet's resolution included commen- 
dations for consistently receiving supe- 
rior evaluations for "exceeding the stan- 
dards for her work"; for her outstanding 
attendance record; and for “fostering 
excellent community support and under- 
standing for the important job of trans- 
porting Romulus children by maintain- 
ing good relationships with students, 
parents, and district employees."

However, there has been 
a "problem" here in the City of Romulus 
that has gone on for many years un- 
checked. | have lived here, by choice (I 
had a home built here), for over eight 
years now, so | assume this problem 
dates back to before then. 

| speak of the constant rude, crass, 
sarcastic, and downright asinine behav- 
ior of Our mayor pro-tem, Mr. Randolph 
Gear. Records over the last eight years 
will show that all of my interactions with 
the city council and/or mayor(s) have 
been on a professional level. 

The current issue that | speak of, 
although many may call it trivial, is the 
deep-rooted behavioral pattern embod- 
ied by this "leader."

Downtown Romulus's new Middle 
Eastern restaurant has gained a size- 
able fanclub since first opening its doors, 
and its number-one fan is the city's 
number-one citizen. 

"The food at Metro Palace Cafe is 
great," says Mayor Alan R. Lambert. "| 
eat there at least once or twice a week. 

"Give it a shot," he urges. "I'm sure 
you will love it, too." 

Besides Lambert's personal favor- 
ites — chicken shawarma, shish kabob, 
shish tawook, and hommous — the res- 





taurant serves a wide variety of tradi- 
tional Middle Eastern fare, including raw 
and fried kibbee, stuffed grape leaves, 
baba ghannouj, falafel, fattoush, tabboull, 
and (of course) baklava. Western clas- 
sics such as hamburgers, French fries, 
and fish & chips are also on the menu. 

One of Metro Palace Cafe's most 
popular offerings, according to owner 
Ray Ahmad, is the juice bar. 

"People love stopping infor ourfresh 
juices, especially the ‘energizer cocktail’ 
made from oranges, bananas, strawber- 
ries, milk, and honey," he explained. "It's 
a deliciously refreshing pick-me-up." 

Metro Palace Cafe is the third res- 
taurant for Anmad, who has been in the 
restaurant business for 25 years. Be- 
tween him and his manager, Sandy 
Pritula (the daughter of William Sr. and 
Catherine Pritula of Romulus), the two 
have half a century of experience in the 
food and beverage industry.

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Financial Aid Workshop Helps Students 
and Parents Get Ready for College

applying for scholarships, grants, and loans. 


University of Michigan financial 
aid director Pamela W. Fowler recent- 
ly presented her annual workshop for 
Romulus High School's college- 
bound seniors and their parents. She 

urged the crowd of approximately 


150 attendees tofile all theirscholar- — 


ship and aid applications as early as 
possible because of serious budget- 
ary limitations. 

Fowler said that, because the 
$68 billion of federal money currently 
available for grants and loans will not 
be enough to go around, the funds 
will be awarded on a first-come/first- 
served basis. For this reason, stu- 
dents and parents who have not al- 
ready done so should get in touch 
with the financial aid director at their 
college or university of choice right 
away. 

Fowler also explained that the 
Michigan college deadline of Febru- 
ary 18 — one of the earliest in the 
nation — makes it more important 
than ever to fill out the electronic 
version of the FAFSA (Free Applica- 
tion for Federal Student Aid) form this 
year. 

“The electronic form will be pro- 
cessed within 10 days, whereas the 
handwritten form sent by mail will 
take over a month to process," she 
Stated. 


According to Fowler, the FAFSA 
form is used to determine the amount 
of money thateach student's family is

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expected to pay toward his/her edu- 
cation, as well as how much financial 
assistance the student is eligible for. 
The financial-aid funds include Pell 
grants (money that does not have to 
be repaid) in addition to Perkins loans 
(with 5% interest rates) and Stafford 
loans (8% interest rates). 

Fowler reminded her audience 
that first-come/first-served strictures 
apply to other scholarship and aid 
sources, as well. Colleges, in particu- 
lar, have only a fixed amount of money 
to award — and that amount is less 
than usual this year, in many cases. 

Finally, Fowler discussed other 
sources of financial aid, including 
need- and merit-based scholarships, 
work-study programs (both govern- 
mental and institutional), and private 
loans. 

For families concerned about re- 
paying schoolloans and determining 
how much they can afford to borrow, 
Fowler cited studies suggesting that 
college students can handle up to 
$20,000 in loan debt. Borrowing such 
an amount, she said, would require 
loan payments of $275 to $300 per 
month for a period of 10 years.

RHS Athletes and Parents Get 
Expert Scholarship Advice

Romulus High School recently wel- 
comedanumber of student athletes and 
their parents for a meeting about athletic 
scholarships. Melanie Rifle, the athletic 
compliance official at Eastern Michigan 
University, and Vern Payne, associate 
vice-president for student affairs and 
former basketball star atWestern Michi- 
gan University, provided the audience 
with agood deal of importantinformation. 

To begin with, Rifle pointed out that, 
in order to be considered for athletic 
scholarships, a student athlete must 
maintain a 2.0 grade point average ina 
core of 14 classes that includes: 

e 4credits of English, 

» 2credits of math, 

e 2credits of science, 

° 2credits of social studies, 

¢ 3credits of foreign language and/or 
philosophy, and 

e 1electivecreditin any ofthe subjects 
identified above. 

She also noted the importance of: 

¢ knowing which RHS courses meet 
National College Athletic Associa- 
tion (NCAA) requirements, 

¢ taking the required classes in an 
orderly fashion, and 

e keepingtrack of the grades earnedin 
each class. 

WMU's Payne talked to the audi- 
ence aboutthe long odds of obtaining an 
athletic scholarship to an NCAA pro- 
gram. For example, he said, there are 
157,000 seniors in high-school basket- 
ball programs throughout the nation, but 
only 3,500 of them will receive an NCAA 
scholarship. 

"Athletes should develop a group of 
sponsoring coaches from summer 
camps, AAU teams, and their high- 
school league who can team with their 
own coach to help with recommenda- 
tions," Payne advised. He explained that 
many schools send out letters to pro- 
spective athletes, but added, “You will 
know that you are under serious consid- 





eration for a scholarship when you are 
invited to an all-expenses-paid visit toa 
college or university." 

Payne talked about parents devel- 
oping a portfolio of video clips showing 
what their son/daughter can do in his/ 
her particular sport. He also discussed 
athletic profile companies, which pro- 
vide "marketing" services for potential 
scholarships recipients. Such services, 
he noted, can cost between $100 and 
$500, but can be beneficial under cer- 
tain circumstances. 

Payne then told his own inspiring 
story of how, at 5'9" and 135 Ibs., he 
managed to get a basketball scholar- 
ship to Indiana University and eventu- 
ally became the school's starter and top 
player. 

He concluded the program by offer- 
ing his private phone number to the 
students and parents, and encouraging 
them to contact him anytime they have 
questions about the athletic recruiting 
process. 

Romulus Community Schools ath- 
letic director Jesse MeriweaterandRHS 
counselor Mae Jackson were also on 
hand to offer assistance to those who 
attended the program.

Safe Toys & Gifts Month

Each year, the National Safe Kids 
Campaign declares December as the 
month for safe toys and gifts. The cam- 
paign persuades all manufacturers and 
consumers to make and purchase age- 
appropriate toys and gifts for children. 

The goal of the National Safe Kids 
Campaign is to keep children of all ages 
safe from harmful toys. According to the 
campaign, more than 118,000 Ameri- 
can children, aged 14 and under, were 
treated for toy-related injuries in 1999, 
resulting in 16 deaths. The injuries 
ranged from falls off of riding toys, such 
as wagons and bicycles, to choking on 
small toy pieces. The campaign has also 
called for all toy manufacturers to put 
warning labels on certain toys with small 
parts and to create toys made espe- 
cially for children under 3.
